Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Maidstone,  being  the  ninth  in  the  present  series  started  in  1958. 

On  all  the  accepted  counts,  I  can  report  that  the  health  of  the 
Borough  of  Maidstone  in  1966  was  good,  I  base  this  on  the  high  birth 
rate  which  was  greater  than  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole;  on  the  low 
death  rate;  on  the  very  much  reduced  infantile  mortality  rate  and  on  the 
small  figures  now  being  produced  for  deaths  through  tuberculosis  of  all 
types* 

When  we  turn  to  an  analysis  of  the  information  we  have  on  cancer  in 
the  Borough  in  1966,  the  position  is  not  a  good  one.  In  1966  there  were 
145  deaths  from  cancer,  being  the  highest  figure  which  has  yet  been  reached 
in  this  town.  On  an  analysis  of  deaths  from  this  disease,  we  find  that 
20  per  cent  of  all  the  deaths  recorded  in  Maidstone  were  in  fact  due  to 
cancer,  and  of  the  cancer  deaths  themselves,  26  per  cent  were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  Undoubtedly  this  finding,  as  regards 
the  respiratory  organs,  has  a  direct  relationship  to  the  number  of  heavy 
cigarette  smokers  in  the  community.  There  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  the 
slightest  doubt  now  which  can  be  entertained  that  there  is  a  causal 
relationship  between  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  the  onset,  in  the  fifties 
and  sixties,  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  One  would  hope  that  the  tremendous 
amount  of  propaganda  which  has  been  poured  out  from  the  national  agencies 
and  from  the  local  authorities  in  the  last  decade,  would  have  convinced 
everybody  that  heavy  cigarette  smoking  is  a  lethal  practice.  It  may  be 
that  there  are  now,  at  last,  indications  that  people  are  taking  this 
warning  seriously,  but  certainly  the  propaganda  has  not  made  the  inroads 
on  the  tobacco  habit  that  had  been  hoped  when  this  causal  relationship 
was  first  discovered. 

Once  again  the  majority  of  cases  of  cancer  occur  in  the  later  age 
groups  and  for  this  one  must  be  thankful,  but  one  of  the  alarming  signs 
of  infringement  of  the  established  pattern  in  this  respect  is  that  cancer 
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of  the  lung  is  now  affecting  a  considerably  increased  number  of  women  as 
compared  with  its  incidence  ten  years  ago.  This  has  a  relationship  to 
the  growing  proportion  of  women  in  the  population  who  are  becoming  heavy 
cigarette  smokers „ 

One  of  the  more  pleasing  aspects  of  this  report  is  the  record  of 
infantile  mortality  for  1966®  This  figure  is  the  lowest  that  has  been 
reached  in  this  Borough  during  all  the  time  that  Annual  Reports  have  been 
published  and  at  9 <>84  per  thousand  live  births  is  a  remarkable  record® 

The  national  figure  for  1966  is  in  fact  19„0  per  thousand,  so  the  com¬ 
parison  is  obvious o  It  is  interesting  too  that  of  the  12  deaths  of 
infants,  probably  three  of  them  were  unavoidable,  a  fact  which  would 
bring  the  rate  even  lower®  This  reflects  very  creditably  on  the  ante¬ 
natal  services  operating  in  the  area,  and  also  the  care  of  mother  and 
child  in  the  lying-in  period® 

There  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  1966, 
although  the  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  at  100  does  relate  to  the  pool 
or  reservoir  of  infection  which  remains  in  the  area  and  has  made  dysentery 
practically  an  endemic  disease  in  this  and  many  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  smallpox,  or  polio¬ 
myelitis®  This  fortunate  position  is  one  to  which  I  have  referred 
before,  and  which  can  only  be  maintained  through  the  closest  supervision 
of  the  vaccination  and  immunisation  services  operating  in  the  town® 

I  would  commend  to  your  attention  the  report  on  the  care  of  the 
elderly  which  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  Handbook  published 
this  year  on  the  services  available  for  the  elderly®  This  is  a  subject 
to  which  increasing  attention  is  being  paid,  and  certainly  we  in  this 
Borough  are  doing  our  share  towards  making  the  twilight  of  life  as  full 
and  interesting  as  possible  for  the  senior  citizens  of  the  Borough® 

The  Maidstone  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  is  both  a  representative 
and  an  enthusiastic  one  and  has  carried  out  during  the  year  several 
projects  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  citizens  this  particular  aspect 
of  social  welfare® 

The  Old  Palace  is  being  used  both  as  a  Workshop  employing  a  small 
number  of  elderly  people  in  useful  and  remunerative  work,  and  also  as  a 
social  centre  where  the  opportunity  is  given  throughout  the  week  for  old 
people  to  congregate  in  congenial  leisure® 

A  substantial  increase  took  place  in  1966  in  Council  dwellings 
handed  over  for  occupation  during  the  year®  This  figure  rose  from  259 
in  1965  to  391  in  the  current  year®  The  amount  of  building  by  private 
enterprise  also  showed  a  marked,  though  not  so  large,  increase  from  329 
to  369® 
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The  number  of  housing  units  which  will  be  needed  in  the  future  for 
elderly  people,  i„e.  one-bedroomed  or  possibly  two-bedroomed  flatlets, 
will  increase  substantially  and  it  is  expected  that  before  the  end  of 
this  decade  there  will  be  approximately  8,000  people  of  the  age  of  65 
years  or  over  in  the  Borough,  given  only  the  present  trend  of  natural 
increase 0 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  account 
of  some  of  the  environmental  services  referred  to  in  this  Report,  and 
indeed  to  all  the  Senior  Officers  of  the  Corporation  who  have  supplied 
material  which  I  have  included  in  these  pages0  My  thanks  are  also  due 
to  Dr.  D.L.  Pugh,  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  for  the  area;  to 
Mr 0  Rojo  Slater,  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Maidstone  Waterworks 
Company;  to  Dr.  A.L.  Furniss ,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory;  and  to  Dr .  A.  Elliott,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  who  has 
supplied  me  with  statistics  on  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

The  final  responsibility  for  decisions  on  Public  Health  work  rests 
with  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  and  from  both  we  have 
had  the  utmost  co-operation  in  our  work,  and  I  am  very  pleased  indeed  to 
record  ray  thanks  to  all  Members. 

As  always,  my  gratitude  is  due  to  my  secretary  Miss  Helen  Wood,  who 
has  had  the  considerable  task  of  putting  together  the  statistics  and 
notes  which  have  had  to  be  kept  throughout  the  year  and  ultimately  com¬ 
piled  to  make  this  Report.

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  1966 
was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Scarlet  fever  today  is  a  mild  disease  and 
seldom  requires  hospitalisation. 

There  was  a  considerable  diminution  in  the 
number  of  cases  in  1966 ,  having  fallen  from 
91  in  1965.  I  would  emphasize  the  importance 
of  immunisation  against  this  disease  which  can 
be  quite  a  serious  one  in  early  life. 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  fell  last  year 
from  550  in  1965.  You  will  see  from  the 
table  below  that  the  biennial  comparison  is 
not  nearly  as  significant  now  as  it  used  to 
be  and  the  incidence  of  measles  tends  to  be  protracted  over  a  much  longer 
period.

In  1965  there  had  been  a  sharp  rise  of 
puerperal  pyrexia  to  15  cases.  In  1966  the 
number  has  fallen  to  the  more  reasonable

the  high  side.  This  is  a  disease  notified  strictly  according  to  the 
provisions  of  a  specific  Regulation  and  the  present  number  does  not 
necessarily  signify  any  degree  of  real  seriousness  in  the  condition.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


In  the  pages  which  follow,  detailed  figures  are  given  of  the 
response  to  vaccination  and  immunisation  as  carried  out  during  1966, 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

By  the  end  of  1966,  26,708  people,  including  children  had  completed 
a  course  of  three  injections  or  oral  administration  against  poliomyelitis. 

As  you  will  have  read  in  the  previous  pages,  this  is  the  ninth  year 
during  which  Maidstone  has  been  free  of  this  terrible  disease.  Only  ten 
years  ago,  Maidstone  was  struck,  as  you  are  well  aware,  with  one  of  the 
most  serious  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis  ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

I  recently  came  across  a  cutting  of  a  'Stop  Press'  from  an  edition  of  the 
"Kent  Messenger"  published  in  the  Autumn  of  1957.  The  headline  was  "No 
Polio  in  Maidstone  for  10  Days".  What  a  relief  this  news  must  have  been 
to  the  people  of  Maidstone  at  the  time.  There  is  hardly  any  place  in 
the  land  which  should  respond  better  than  this  to  the  appeal  to  maintain 
the  immunity  against  poliomyelitis. 

We  should  be  able  to  stand,  in  1967,  just  a  little  bit  of  healthy 
anxiety  about  the  polio  position,  and  having  pondered  the  question, 
ensure  that  we  use  the  effective  remedy  to  set  our  minds  at  rest.  If  we 
can  keep  up  the  figures  which  are  shown  on  the  opposite  page,  then  we 
shall  have  taken  a  great  step  forward  in  maintaining  this  freedom  from 
inf  ection. 

Vaccination  can  be  arranged  through  the  School  Health  Service, 
through  Clinics  or  through  the  General  Practitioner  Service,  and  as  I 
have  said  before,  forms  the  surest  basis  of  protection  that  one  can  have. 

I  would  urge  all  parents  to  ensure  that  their  children  have  the  maximum 
protection  against  this  disease. 


Combined  Immunisation 

The  table  opposite  on  combined  immunisation  is  as  pleasing  this 
year  as  it  was  last.  The  level  of  immunisation  is  very  well  maintained 
in  this  area  and  both  in  the  field  of  primary  and  reinforcing  doses  there 
has  in  fact  been  a  slight  rise  in  the  numbers  involved.

The  numbers  involved  in  smallpox  vaccination  are  in  conformity  with 
the  County  Council 's  proposals  approved  as  from  1st  January  1963,  and  the 
only  information  I  have  available  is  as  given  above. 

This  leaves  a  wide  gap  of  information  as  far  as  re-vacci nations  are 
concerned,  as  so  many  of  those  cases  are  undertaken  for  purely  social 
reasons  such  as  travelling  abroad  and  the  common  sense  protection  against 
this  disease  in  countries  where  the  possibility  of  infection  is  relatively 
high . 


The  common  sense  involved  in  keeping  up  a  vaccination  state  is 
emphasised  by  the  fact  that  very  often  foreign  countries  impose  Regula¬ 
tions  at  a  moment's  notice  on  would-be  travellers,  and  this  involves  a 
great  deal  of  inconvenience  to  everyone.  This  could  so  easily  be  avoided 
by  ensuring  that  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  are  maintained 
in  a  valid  state. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  STAFF 


During  the  year  450  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  on 
members  of  the  Corporation  staff  for  purposes  of  employment,  admission  to 
the  Superannuation  Scheme,  or  review  of  special  cases. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  examines  all  new  entrants  to  the 
employment  of  the  Corporation,  irrespective  of  the  type  of  job  involved 
and  this  includes  part-time  employees.

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THE  WORK  OF  THE  CHEST  CLINIC  AND  THE 
VOLUNTARY  TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE 


I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  D.L.  Pugh,  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  for 
the  following  account  of  the  work  of  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the  voluntary 
Tuberculosis  Care  Committee.

The  Voluntary  Care  Committee 

This  committee  continues  to  care  for  patients  with  tuberculosis  and 
non-tuberculous  diseases  of  the  chest  and  their  families.  In  this  exer¬ 
cise  of  concern,  the  committee  receives  valuable  co-operation  from  other 
voluntary  organisations,  while  the  Central  Charities  Register  prevents 
overlapping.  Since  the  removal  of  Health  Visitors  from  actual  duty  in 
the  clinic,  a  policy  justified  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  these  valuable 
officers  and  the  allocation  of  costs  in  the  present  financial  stringency, 
the  ability  to  find  cases  for  presentation  to  the  committee  becomes  more 
difficult  and  it  may  be  that  the  Chest  Service  of  the  future  will  require 
a  member  of  the  "almoner"  staff  to  care  for  the  patients  and  families  in 
need.  A  nationalised  service  cannot  legislate  for  all  contingencies  and 
even  in  a  Welfare  State  the  necessity  of  voluntary  care  continues  to  exist

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Tuberculosis 


The  total  number  of  patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Notification 
Register  for  the  Borough  of  Maidstone  on  31st  December  1966  was  324,  and 
this  figure  with  those  for  the  three  rural  districts  gives  a  total  of  873 
for  the  Central  Kent  Area.  During  the  year  the  number  of  patients 
recovered  was  88  and  the  number  of  new  cases  diagnosed  was  42 .  Cases 
"t ransf erred-out"  from  the  area  amounted  to  26  and  24  were  "transferred- 
in”.  The  number  of  patients  who  died  was  26.  These  figures  suggest 
that  the  progress  in  the  management  of  tuberculosis  continues,  but  withal, 
"with  measured  tread  and  slow”.  This  is  not  the  time  for  a  lowering  of 
the  defences  or  of  limiting  the  intensity  of  the  attack.  No  home  is 
safe  until  all  homes  are  safe. 

The  examination  of  contacts  to  tuberculosis  has  been  maintained  and 
608  such  patients  were  seen.  Of  these  181  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination 
being  negative  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test.  27  "contacts"  who  gave 
a  strongly  positive  reaction  were  given  chemoprophylaxis  as  already 
explained  in  the  report  for  1962.  356  pupils  in  the  School-leaver 

B.C.G.  Scheme  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive  reactors  were  called  to  the 
Chest  Clinic  for  an  X-ray  examination  of  the  chest,  their  names  being 
received  from  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  G.I.  Rees-Jones 
continues  to  "search  out"  hitherto  unknown  disease  and  the  Central  Kent 
Area  will  be  visited  again  in  1967.

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Cancer  of  the  lung,  chronic  bronchitis,  asthma  and  cardio-vascular 
disorders  continue  to  give  cause  for  concern.  70  cases  of  malignant 
disease  were  found  and  of  these  43  were  new  to  the  clinic.  20  patients 
died  of  lung  cancer  during  the  year.  In  the  past  two  years  diseases 
due  to  fungi,  the  Farmer's  lung  group,  and  due  to  allergy  to  bird 
proteins,  the  Bird  fancier's  group  have  been  found.  The  latter  provide 
a  field  for  fruitful  research  and  the  clinic  is  co-operating  with  other 
clinics  in  the  South-East  Metropolitan  Region  and  with  the  Medical 
Research  Council  in  an  assay  of  the  size  of  the  problem. 

Two  senior  Chest  Physicians  one  from  Pakistan  and  one  from  India, 
have  each  spent  two  weeks  in  this  area  based  on  the  Chest  Clinic.  They 
have  seen  and  studied  our  methods  in  the  clinic,  in  Preston  Hall  Hospital, 
in  the  Borough  and  County  Health  Departments,  and  have  visited  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit.  They  have  been  assisted  in  their  visits  to  this 
country  by  the  Commonwealth  Scholarships  of  the  Chest  and  Heart  Associa¬ 
tion  and  state  they  are  returning  to  their  own  work  with  new  ideas  for 
the  control  of  the  chest  conditions  in  their  respective  countries,  where 
tuberculosis  and  its  management  are  still  at  the  stage  obtained  by  this 
country  fifteen  years  ago. 

Tuberculosis  is  not  yet  defeated  in  the  developed  countries  though 
the  prospects  are  good.  The  non-tuberculous  diseases  of  the  chest  con¬ 
tinue  to  provide  an  ever  increasing  problem  in  medical  and  economic 
management.  Thus,  there  continues  to  be  a  place  f or  a  Chest  Service 
which  is  specially  adapted  by  virtue  of  experience  to  seek  out  and  care 
for  its  group  of  sick  persons  who  are  to  be  rescued  from  the  tragedy  of 
economic  distress  resulting  from  crippling  respiratory  disease.

This  year  again  a  new  high  level  has  been  reached  in  the  total  of 
people  dying  from  cancer,  and  at  145  is  19  higher  than  last  year.  The 
only  hopeful  aspect  of  the  figures  given  is  that  as  far  as  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  of  the  stomach  are  concerned,  the  figures  for  both  decreased  on 
the  male  side. 

Unfortunately  the  incidence  of  both  rose  sharply  as  far  as  females 
were  concerned.  We  are  probably  now  seeing  the  result  of  wider  smoking 
habits  amongst  women,  and  the  future  as  far  as  cancer  of  the  lung  is  con¬ 
cerned  on  the  female  side  is  not  good. 

The  general  pattern  of  the  distribution  of  cancer  remains  relatively 
the  same,  that  is  that  by  far  the  largest  number  of  cases  is  occurring  at 
the  extreme  end  of  life. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY 


One  of  the  more  pleasing  aspects  of  this  report  is  that  the  number 
of  infant  deaths  fell  this  year  to  12,  from  19  in  1965,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  9.84  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  19.0. 

This  is  by  far  the  lowest  infantile  mortality  rate  ever  recorded 
in  Maidstone  and  you  will  also  see  from  the  detailed  table  overleaf  that 
there  were  perhaps  three  cases  where  death  was  unavoidable. 

This  remarkable  result  was  achieved  only  by  the  highest  standard 
of  ante-natal  care  and  of  attention  during  the  lying-in  period.  This 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  obstetrical  and  nursing  services  operating 
in  the  area.

School  Health  Service 


The  School  Health  Service,  with  school  inspections  and  clinics,  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  and  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 
are  administered  by  the  Kent  County  Council,  and  are  controlled  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer, 

Hospitals 


The  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Central  Kent  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  and  the  South  Eastern  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
The  services  of  the  consultant  staff  are  available  at  the  West  Kent 
General  Hospital  and  the  Kent  County  Ophthalmic  and  Aural  Hospital, 

Available  also  is  Preston  Hall  Chest  Hospitaland  use  is  made  by  patients 
from  the  Maidstone  area  of  the  hospitals  in  the  Tunbridge  Wells  area, 
particularly  Pembury  and  the  Kent  &  Sussex  Hospital, 

Additional  beds  are  in  use  at  Linton  Hospital,  There  is  now  no 
infectious  diseases  hospital  in  this  area,  and  cases  in  the  meantime  have 
to  be  sent  primarily  to  Joyce  Green  Hospital,  Dartford,  which  entails  a 
fairly  long  journey.  Although  representation  has  been  made  to  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  on  this  question,  there  is  very  little  likelihood 
of  improved  facilities  for  infectious  diseases  being  available  for  this 
area  before  the  new  district  hospital  is  built.  This  will,  it  is  hoped 
include  a  wing  for  infectious  diseases* 

Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  and  is  of  great 
value  in  providing  care  for  the  aged  and  disabled  patients,  and  thus  re¬ 
lieving  pressure  on  the  available  hospital  beds,  I  often  find  that  by 
the  judicious  use  of  this  service,  elderly  people  are  given  the  advantage 
of  essential  domestic  help,  thereby  tiding  them  over  a  difficulty,  which 
in  other  circumstances  would  undoubtedly  require  hospitalisation. 

It  is  surprising  to  find  such  a  large  number  of  elderly  people  with 
no  near  relatives,  and  often,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  relatives  are  unwilling 
to  help  out  at  this  dependent  stage  of  life. 

The  services  rendered  by  the  Maidstone  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee, 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  the  Citizens'  Advice  Bureau,  are  greatly 
appreciated  and  contribute  very  markedly  to  the  welfare  of  the  townspeople*

Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  of  both  raw  and  treated 
water  and  the  totals  shown  include  those  samples  taken  as  a  routine 
measure  from  the  Company’s  mains,  and  also  those  taken  as  a  result  of  day 
to  day  investigations. 

In  the  course  of  main  laying  operations  by  Maidstone  Waterworks 
Company,  34  samples  were  taken,  of  which  31  were  satisfactory.  The  3 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  by  re-chlorination  of  the  mains  and 
satisfactory  results  were  obtained  before  the  mains  were  put  into 
commission.

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FOOD  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 


Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  was  maintained  throughout  the 

year. 


Two  food  traders  in  Maidstone  Market  were  prosecuted  under 
Regulation  9(e)  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960,  for 
smoking  whilst  handling  fruit.  One  was  fined  £3.0.0.  with  £ 2.0.0.  costs 
and  the  other  was  fined  £10.0.0. 

A  baker  was  fined  £10.0.0.  with  £11.0.0.  costs  for  selling  a  fruit 
and  malt  loaf  which  was  not  of  the  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser 
contrary  to  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  The  loaf  was 
mouldy . 

A  restaurant  owner  was  fined  £5.0.0.  with  £2.0.0.  costs  for  selling 
a  cheeseburger  which  was  not  of  the  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser 
contrary  to  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  The  cheeseburger 
was  mouldy. 

A  farmer  was  prosecuted  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Channel  Island 
and  South  Devon  Milk)  Regulations,  1956  for  selling  Channel  Island  milk 
which  was  deficient  in  fat  and  under  Section  32(3)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  for  selling  Channel  Island  milk  containing  added  water.  The 
farmer  was  given  a  conditional  discharge  and  ordered  to  pay  costs  of 
£7. 7.0d. 


A  cannery  was  fined  £20.0.0.  with  £6.6.0.  costs  for  supplying  a  can 
of  buttered  beans  which  contained  a  wing  nut  and  part  of  a  metal  bolt 
contrary  to  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.

AIR  POLLUTION 


The  period  covered  by  this  section  of  the  report  is  from  April  1965 
to  March  1966. 

The  measurement  of  air  pollution  in  the  Borough  continued  unchanged 
at  the  recording  stations  at  Barming  Reservoir,  Tonbridge  Road; 

Rootes  Garage,  Mill  Street;  and  the  Sports  Pavilion,  Penenden  Heath. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  the  expected  report  of  the  National 
Survey  of  Air  Pollution  not  having  materialised  in  May,  the  Public  Health 
Committee  again  considered  the  desirability  of  taking  positive  steps  to 
reduce  the  level  of  smoke  pollution  but  no  decision  had  been  taken  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  undissolved  solids  measured  during  the  year  were  reduced  in 
the  winter  months  but  not  in  the  summer.  The  reduction  in  smoke  pollu¬ 
tion,  which  had  been  noted  in  the  previous  year,  continued  at  all 
stations  throughout  the  winter.  There  were  also  substantial  reductions 
of  sulphur  dioxide  at  all  stations  in  winter  except  at  Barming  at  weekends. 
Sulphur  dioxide  increased,  however,  at  weekends  at  all  stations  in  the 
summer . 

The  following  tables  show  for  each  station  in  winter  and  summer 
the  undissolved  and  total  solids,  the  daily  concentrations  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide,  and  the  distribution  of  wind  and  rainfall.  The 
importance  of  these  figures  lies  not  so  much  in  their  absolute  values  as 
in  their  variations,  both  in  the  short  and  long  terms.
